Oar city has an
abundance of storee which-are eelling
goods as reasonebly as they can be eold
anywhere. Ouor business men are pros-
peroug and ean easily afford, owing to
large patronage they enjoy, to sell at a
emall margin so that the prices of goods
in this city are equally reasonable ae In
any town on the coast.

While it will be well for our people to
go to Fortland and investigate, we sin-

cerely hope that they will not blindly!

purchase goods away from home, think-
ing Lhey are getting a bargain while
they can do much better here at home.
It is plain that the people of Eastern
Oregon cannot do betiter 1o Portland
than at home If they congider the freight
paid on goods from there here and the
other expenses involved in such =a trip.
Therefore we exhort ounr people once
more fo look before they desert home
indastry to deal with people of a strange
town,
